The Applicant argues prior art does not disclose limitation of "storing final x,y values for each respective edge of 
the polygon, wherein, for each respective edge, said storing final x,y values comprises storing the interpolated x,y values for non-end 
points of the resepctive edge, and said storing final x,y values compries storing the computed initial vertex x,y values for each of the end 
points of the respective edge". However, this has been addressed in the office action filed April 22, 2004. Furthermore, the Applicant 
argues references utilize less precision calculation than the claimed invention and references do not address problem of accumulated 
errors.
